Th 
avenues of public plunder in the board 
of public works might havealmosi 
tempted a saint, much less a man in- 
differently honest. A skillful politi 
cian whose name is in every man 
mouth today was only hi an indiffer 
en t second place, which he entered in 
poverty tbe most complete, yet in 
little more than two years he conk 
buy race courses and horses to run on 
them, he could wrestle with the 
Egyptian kings and beat them, lie 
bought stocks and traded in gold ga 
lore, he looked in a short time to be- 
come a multi-millionaire, he became 
at a single bound king of the automo- 
biles; he was like our worthy mayor in 
one respect, for he knew a good thing 
when he saw it- 


While there was- much evil in 


every department, there was also 
some good. 
Take as an instance 


our 
youthful 
comptroller, 
Bird 
S. Coler. He occupied the most im- 
portant position in the city govern- 
ment. At all times he was in the pos- 
session of large sums of money which 
could be amply protected by tbe 20 
or more magnificent .safes ..belonging 
to the depat tment. All the controll- 
er had to do was to pat the money in 
the safe, calculate a combination and

As to the next step likely to be 


taken by the administration after the 
Cuban convention has been notified 
of the rejection of its acdon. a mem- 
ber of the cabinet said the adminis- 
tration could do nothing further until 
the convention again acted: that as 
long as the provisions of the Platt 
amendment were on the statute books 
compliance with them must precede 
relinqaishment of control over Cuba.

Columbia. 8. C-. Jane 1_ — Upon his 


return here from Chickamauga, Gov- 
ernor McSweeney took up the mauer 
of the resignations of Senators Me- 
Lauriu and TiHman. and after mature 
deliberation he returned both letters 
to the senators, accompanying each 
with a personal letter explaining that 
he "returned their resignations for 
further consideration." 


In the closing paragraphs of his let- 


tar. howerer, the governor unequivo- 
cally "declines to accept" the resigna- 
tions. His reasons may be put for- 
ward in a tew words. A canvass be- 
tween them would result in bitter- 
ness. stir up the people just at a per- 
iod when they are trying to get to- 
gether for the material progress of 
the state, and would be a campaign of 
personalities Instead of education. 


These resignations were announced 


at a political meeting in Oaffney, Hay 
25. and were mailed u> the governor 
that night He received them the fol- 
lowing morning when about to leave 
for Chickamauga to participate in the 
unveiling of a monument. 


Senator McLaurin. at Bennettsville 


had this to say regarding Governor 
McSweeney*s action: "The-oneipect- 
ed action of Governor McSweeney 
leaves me completely at sea. I was 
reluctantly forced into the fight, but 
when I -saw the insulting remarks of 
Senator Tillman. 
"If McLaurin 
is 


afraid to meet me.' I made up my 
mind if possible to break off every 
prong of that old pitchfork and wear 
him out with the handle before I was 
through. The contemplation of my 
resignation is no new .thing with me. 
I valne my honor and integrity as a 
man far more than I do a seat in the 
United States senate. I wished to re- 
sign last winter when I was so cruelly 
assailed, for the taunts and sneers 
that met my efforts to benefit South 
Carolina nearly drove me distracted. 
I will withdraw my resignation as 
Governor McSweeney has requested, 
because I appreciate the patriotic mo- 
tives that inspire him, and am willing 
to unite with him in shielding the 
people of the state from strife and 
bitterness." 


Senator Tillman telegraphed from 


Trenton: "I have received no letter 
from Governor IfcSweeney.and there- 
fore do not know upon -schat grounds 
or by what authority he acts. His 
power is. purely ministerial and his I 
declination to accept can hare no ef- ! 
feet from a legal standpoint. Unless j 
I am mistaken the governor's function i 
in such cases is simply to notify the 
president of the senate on one hand 
ant! the state legislature on the other, 
that a. vacancy exists. He can advise 
withdrawal of * resignations, but noth- 
ing more." 


Chance For a "Squeeze." 


Peking. June 1. — China's uncondi- 


tional acceptance of 450,000,000 taels 
as the indemnity to be paid the pow- 
ers has caused great satisfaction 
among the foreign ministers, as it 
leaves, practically, only a few minor 
details to complete the negotiations. 
The phrase in the joint note, *~to the 
satisfaction of the powers," may 
cause some delay in the evacuation of 
Chinese territory, as the ministers 
fail to see how China can guarantee 
payment, and as all the ministers be- 
lieve it would be a. mistake to have 
a large body of foreign officials col- 
lecting revenue.
